Extremelt rare ; I cannot trace the sale of a copy. There was 
no copy in the Brinley, Barlow, Murphy and Lefferts collections. The 
last few chapters are devoted to America. One passage, relating to 
Virginia, is of much interest: “ The Englishmen also desirous by 
uauigation to adde something vnto their owne country, as before time 
they had travailed toward the farthest North parte of America: so 
lately finding that parte which lieth betweene Florida, and Nova 
Frauncia, was not enhabited by any Christians, and was a land very 
fruitfull and fitto to plant in, they sent thither two seuerall times, 
two seuerall companies, as Colonies to enhabit that parte which in 
remembrance of the virginitie of their Queene, they named Virginia.

(equivalent to Part Xil), &nd the Philoponns of Augsburg, 1621 
(a usefnl addition). I have now caused the two imperfections to be 
supplied, and the set is therefore a most desirable copy of the famous 
collection. It has been carefully compared throughout with Lord 
Crawford’s collation, and with the exception of the first four partB of 
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the Grand Voyages, which belong to the second edition, the set is 
throughout of the first edition. Folio 94 of Part XII of the Grands 
Voyage is given in duplicate in place of folio 95. All the parts of the 
Petits Voyages being of the original issue, the set does not of course 
comprise the Appendix to Part I, that appendix having been issued 
only with the second edition of the part in 1625 ; nor does it contain 
the Elenchus which Merian printed in 1634. 

As for anything which could be justly called an imperfection, the 
following is an exact statement:—In the Petits Voyages, Part XII, 
two maps are wanting (the Mogul Empire and China), and there is 
a hole in one leaf of text. In the Grands Voyages, Part XIII, the 
map of North Brazil has portion of the bottom torn away.

It is well known that copies of this famous book in really good 
condition, even without the genuine portraits of Matoaka and the 
Duchess of Richmond, which are contained in this copy, are of the 
utmost rarity. 

The engraved title of 1C24 was thus altered in the later 
editions: the third head was re-engraved with a crown, and the 
words 44 Carolvs princeps ” changed to 44 Carol vs Rex ”, The map of 
Virginia was marked with the page-references “1690’*, “1691”, 
which had been put on the plate when impressions were taken for use 
in Purchas’s Pilgrims in 1626. The map of Ould Virginia had several 
new names put on to it in 1626, including “Mountaynes forest” 
and 44 Waldens Oake,” etc. The map of the Summer Ils was not 
altered after 1624, in which year some of the impressions had appeared 
without the words 44 Penistons Redoute ” and 44 Printed by lames 
Reeve,” and others in which they were added. On the map of New 
England, the words 44 Prince of Great Britaine ” were in 1626 
altered to 44 nowe King of Great Britaine,” the name of lames Reeve 
was substituted as the printer for that of Geor. Low, and the inscrip¬ 
tion 44 Robert Clerke excudit,” which had been half erased in all the 
previous issues, now almost completely disappeared. The large 
escutcheon of the Virginia Company was added in the middle of the 
plate. 

It is curious that in the original map of New England, at some 
distance north of Cape Ann, we find on or near the coast the towns of 
Boston and Hull (and others). These must indicate designations 
proposed and abandoned, since the true Boston, as well as Salem, was 
only added after 1632, close to the Charles River.

A short prologue at the beginning of 
the first volume reveals the name of the compiler of this, the most 
celebrated and generally regarded as the most beautiful of the Round 
Table romances: “ Je luce cheualier seigneur du chasteau de gast voisin 
prochain de salesbiere en angleterre ay voulu rediger et mettre en 
volume auctentique des vertueux nobles et glorieux faictz du tres- 
vaillant et renomme chevalier Tristan/’ 

As showing the rarity of Verard’s editions of Tristan it may be 
mentioned that Didot had no copy, the earliest edition in his collection 
being that of 1533.

Extremely interesting and valuable. It was first published in 
1874 in the Aldine edition of Blake’s poems, edited by Mr. W. M. 

Rossetti, who in his prefatory memoir writes: “ The poem of Tiriel , 
now for the first time published, is not precisely a 4 Prophetic Book ’; 
rather a mystic legendary story, of a primaeval or Titanic kind—a 
piece of 4 Cyclopean architecture ’ in verse ; corresponding in the 
narrative class, to what the other Prophetic Books represent in the 
visionary or mythic-doctrinal class. Blake evidently at one time 
attached some considerable degree of importance to Tiriel , as he illus¬ 
trated it with a series of designs in Indian ink, twelve in number. 

It has a certain (as one might term it) Indo-Ossianic grandeur.” In 
a note he adds: “ Blake’s MS. of Tiriel is neatly executed, and is 
evidently not the rough first draft; the handwriting appears to me to 
belong to no late period iu his life. This character of handwriting 
prevails up to near the close of the poem. With the words (in 
section 8) 44 1 am Tiriel, King of the West,” a now and less precise 
kind of handwriting begins; clearly indicating, I think, that Blake, 
after an interval of some years, took up the poem and finished it, 
perhaps in much more summary fashion than he had at first 
intended.” 

An authority on Blake and his works, who has collated the 
manuscript, writes to me : 44 It is interesting to note that the inscrip¬ 
tion on what is evidently the original blue paper cover, ‘Tiriel, MS. 
by Mr. Blake’ is in Blake’s own handwriting. 

According to Mr. W. M. Rossetti Tiriel was written “either just 
before or just after Thel .” A deleted line on the verse of f. 7 (which 
Rossetti does not appear to have noticed) : 

“ Can wisdom be put in a silver rod or love in a golden bowl ” 
proves that Tiriel was written before Thel , as Blake afterwards 
engraved it as the last lines of ‘ Thel’s Motto.’ Another line on the 
sam e page: 

44 Why is one law given for the lion and the patient ox ” 
is also repeated in the Marriage of Heaven and Hell (undated, but 
certainly 1790). Tiriel therefore, which may now be definitely dated 
1788-9, gains in interest and value by being certainly the first of the 
extraordinary series of Prophetic Books. 

In my opinion Mr. Rossetti is mistaken in supposing that the con¬ 
clusion of the poem is written in a different hand at a later date. The 
handwriting is the same, though the pen with which the last part is 
written is somewhat finer. I mention this, since with this mistake of 
Rossetti’s, the edifice built upon it by Mr. Yeats (Muse’s Edition, 
p. 250) as to the deeper mysticism of the last part of the poem, also 
falls to the ground.”

The most beautiful of all woodcut books. It is the undoubted 
masterpiece of the school of Venetian wood-engraving. Hundreds of 
critics have displayed their ingenuity in seeking to discover the name 
of the man who furnished the exquisite designs that have given 
immortality to one of the dullest productions of the Italian intellect. 

We are still as far as ever from learning whether the b which is found 
marked on some of the woodcuts (or metal cuts ?) is the initial of the 
designer’s or the engraver’s name. The probability is that b was the 
craftsman, since there are cuts in the 1505 Ovid which were 
evidently drawn by the same hand as those of the Poliphilo, and 
yet bear tbe initials ia. The artist cannot, therefore, have been 
either ia or b. The resemblance between the work of ia and of b 
(notwithstanding the superior technical skill of the latter) would 
easily be accounted for by tbe theory that they were two contempo¬ 
rary wood engravers working on designs supplied by a single artist. 

Some day these obscure matters may be cleared up by a lucky dis¬ 
covery of some latent fact. In the meanwhile we must be content to 
remain in ignorance of all the three personalities concerned in the 
enquiry. The frequent assumption that ia was loan Andrea (Zoan 
Andrea), a. Venetian who was engaged soon afterwards as a book- 
illustrator, cannot be maintained. Nor does any one seem to take 
mucb notice of the supposed discovery by the late Lake Price that 
Carpaccio was the man. 

The initial letters of the chapters form an acrostic which yields 
tbe words Poliam frater Franciscus Columna peramavit. In spite of 
this Latin phrase and of the Latin title of the book, the language is 
Italian disfigured with a little classical affectation in the spelling. 

The author wrote his book at Treviso in 1467, and the work has 
sometimes been described as having been printed then and there.

In point of antiquity, the House of Pitcairn may fairly claim to be one of the 
oldest families in Fife.

The Papyrus of Ani, which was acquired by the Trustees of the British Museum 
in the year 1888, is the largest, the most perfect, the best preserved, and the best 
illuminated of all the papyri which date from the second half of the XVIlIth dynasty 
(about b.c. 1500 to 1400). Its rare vignettes and hymns, and chapters, and its des¬ 
criptive and introductory rubrics render it of unique importance for the study of the 
Book of the Dead, and it takes a high place among the authoritative texts of the Theban 
version of that remarkable work. Although it contains less than one-half of the 
chapters which are commonly assigned to that version, we may conclude that Ani’s 
exalted official position as Chancellor of the ecclesiastical revenues and endowments 
of Abydos and Thebes would have insured a selection of such chapters as would suffice 
for his spiritual welfare in the future life.

Hence, we believe that the work may justly be considered the very key-note of 
the wonderful themes that those artists wrought in design and in colour; and that it 
should be in the hands of all art-lovers as well as art-students, rather than that such 
should lie satisfied with possessing what are too often worthless woodcuts, alleged to be 
old, that are obtained at high prices. 

The Shimbi Shoin, convinced of the correctness of this view, intends to publish 
a set of volumes containing reproductions of only the choicest pictures of the Ukiyoye 
School. The edition will be limited strictly to 700 copies, of which 100 will be 
a special edition de luxe (that will be bound in a more attractive way than the ordinary 
edition and such pictures as were originally painted on silk will be reproduced on silk). 

The Series will be completed in 5 volumes. 

The number of plates to be inserted in each volume is about 30, making a total of 
about 160 pictures in all. Each picture will reproduce, with strict faithfulness of line

Japanese coloured woodcuts. 

As an introduction to Volnme I, there will be an essay on the origin and develop¬ 
ment of the Ukiyoye School; and the marked characteristics of each branch of the 
school will be touched upon by a competent critic. With every plate will be given 
a descriptive text containing particulars of the life of the artist, his name, the subject, 
the size and character of the original, and the name of the present owner. 

The contemplated work will be in volumes 1 foot 4} inches in height by 1 foot in 
breadth. The plates will be printed upon the most excellent quality of Japanese hand¬ 
made paper, expressly prepared for this edition. The binding will be most artistically 
done, the cover being a silk fabric of a special texture on which is stamped an 
appropriate design in colours. In letterpress, binding, and general workmanship, the 
volumes will stand as an exponent of the triumphs of Japan's Arts.

The use of gold-leaf, liquid-gold, 
yunjd, and rokushd, was very popular with our earlier artists, and hitherto it was 
necessary to use some substitute for these in woodcut reproductions because of the 
great expense of those pigments in themselves and also by reason of the difficulty in 
manipulating them: as a consequence, our woodcuts had lost so much as seriously 
to detract from their true value in the Fine Arts. With one blow we have shattered 
this inartistic pretence at reproduction: in every one of our plates, when colours are 
reproduced, exactly the same materials are used as were employed by the artists. There 
is nothing accidental or fortuitous in the fact that the coloured woodcuts in this volume, 
and in all the others published by our Company, outshine the efforts of our com¬ 
petitors."— The publishers of the above series.

Of these the following may be mentioned :—Earl of Pembroke, K.G., now at 
Wilton ; George, Earl of Cumberland, st Hothfield ; Sir Christopher Hatton, purchased 
from the Spitzer collection for £2,060 ; Sir Henry Lee, K.G., Master of the Armoury 
to Queen Elizabeth and James 1., now in the hall of the Armourers and Urasiers* 
Company; the Earl of Worcester, in the Tower of London. 

Although armour in England was, at the time referred to, fast disappearing from 
use, the snits shown in the work were all of a high class of workmanship and remark¬ 
able for their excellence, no less than interesting as the personal and intimate panoply 
of some of the brightest stars of the golden age of Elizabeth. 

It is hoped that the publication of this unique MS. may lead to the identification 
of other suits and portions of armonr still scattered throngh the country, and as yet not 
correctly connected with famous names in English history.

Since the appearance of u Totenfeld von Ancon ” by Keiss A Stiibel and of Tschudin 
historical and linguistic coatributions to the knowledge of Ancient Peruvian Culture, 
science has been enriched by but few works on Ancient Peru.

Of the numerous suggestions, made from time to time and for many years past, for 
the amelioration of conditions of life and the decentralization of industry, none have 
been so practically prepollent, nor have they assumed so concrete a form, as the proposal 
to establish Garden Cities—the inceptive stages of one having indeed been already 
entered upon.
